In which Confpiracy feveral thoufand Perfons were en- 
gag'd. A certain Tu:k, whom the Confpirators would 
have drawn in to make one with them,difcover'd the 
Defign to the G: and Vizier in the Nigat-time, not many 
Hours before it was to have been pat in Execution, 
the Divan being appointed to fit the 26:h in the 
Morning. The Grand Vizier immediately order'd 
the Aga of the Janifaries, the Aga ot the Spahbis, and 
divers other Officers to take a fufficient Numbe? of 
Men under their refpective Commands, and fieze 
all fufpected Perfons they fhould find in Corftanti- 
nople : Accordingly they fiez’d a great Number, 
among the Guilty many Innocent ; fome they 
drown’d, others they ftrangled, and forc’d others 
by Torture to confefs their Accomplices, among 
which was a Bafhaw outof :mployment, feveral 
Agas, and other Officers. The Grand Signior fuf- 
pended the fitting of the Divan the 26h ; and that 
Day and the next caus’d ftri& Search to be made 
for the Confpira‘ors, of whom the greateft Part 
were put to Death in Secret. The 28th the Divan 
was held in Préefence of the Sultan, without any 
Difturbance.
